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The territorial or geographic limitations of a state court's jurisdiction may be subject to 


consent or waiver, as a matter apart from subject matter jurisdiction. 


The territorial or geographic limitations of a state court's jurisdiction! is, by some authority, not 


an aspect of the court's subject matter jurisdiction and is subject to waiver,” unlike subject matter 


jurisdiction which is not subject to consent or waiver.’ There is, however, contrary authority that 
an exercise of extraterritorial jurisdiction, while not a component of subject matter jurisdiction, 


implicates the state's sovereignty and cannot be waived by conduct or consent.“
